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PREFACE. 


The  material  of  this  book  has  been  accumulating 
for  several  years,  chiefly  through  the  contributions 
of  representative  Church  clergymen.  Widely  known 
men,  who  have  given  their  best  energies  to  special 
lines  of  thought  and  work,  were  invited  to  formulate 
certain  prayers.  A  response  in  nearly  every  case 
was  promptly  given.  One,  who  has  long  been  in- 
terested in  explorations  in  Egypt,  contributed  the 
"Prayers  for  the  Harmony  of  Revelation  and 
Science."  Another,  who  has  frequently  written  and 
spoken  on  the  subject  of  Christian  Socialism,  penned 
the  "Prayers  for  the  Employer  and  the  Employed." 
A  third,  associated  with  work  among  youth,  wrote 
several  prayers  for  Sunday  Schools,  and  a  fourth, 
through  long  years  a  worker  among  young  men,  is 
responsible  for  several  of  the  devotions  that  relate  to 
this  class.  Under  the  headings,  "Prayers  for  a 
Vestry  Meeting,"  "Prayers  for  Graces  and  Virtues," 
"  Family  Prayers,"  and  in  various  other  places  in  the 
book,  may  be  found  forms  of  devotion  that  appear 
for  the  first  time.  The  new  prayers  are  over  one 
hundred  in  number.  The  writers,  with  a  few  ex- 
ceptions, made  it  a  condition  that  their  names  should 
not  be  mentioned,  and  this  condition  will  be  sacredly 
observed. 

Bishops  Huntington,  Gillespie  and  Quintard,  and 
the  late  Bishops  Brown,  Paddock  and  Coxe,  per- 
mitted the  introduction  of  prayers  they  had  prepared 
for  use  in  their  own  dioceses.  Bishop  Coxe  es- 
pecially desired  a  place  in  the  book  for  the  hymn 
entitled,  "Gloria  Christi."  This  has  been  published 
before,  but  the  Bishop  enlarged  and  revised  it  as  it 


now  appears.  In  his  last  letter  concerning  it  he 
wrote,  ' '  Every  line  of  it  is  a  blow  aimed  at  Socinian- 
ism."  The  hymn  has  been  placed  among  the  offices 
for  the  sick,  for  the  reason  that  "Gloria  Christi," 
with  its  many  titles  of  our  Lord,  should  be  especially 
comforting  to  the  sick  and  the  afflicted. 

An  effort  has  been  made  to  accentuate  the  teach- 
ings of  the  Christian  year,  by  printing  under  the 
collect  for  each  Sunday  other  prayers,  selected 
adapted  or  contributed. 

In  making  selections  of  prayers,  the  Latin,  Greek    ' 
German  and  other  rituals,  both  ancient  and  modern, 
have   been    consulted.       A   generous    use    has    been 
made  of  the  Mozarabic  rite,  from  recent  translations. 

The  book,  while  constructed  upon  Catholic  lines, 
has  not  been  prepared  for  any  one  school  of  thought 
in  the  Church,  but  is  intended  to  represent  a  breadth 
of  views.  To  this  end,  under  each  heading  may  be 
found  a  variety  of  prayers,  so  that  a  selection  can  be 
made  according  to  the  preference  of  the  person  using 
the  manual. 

Aside  from   the   offices  for  the  clergy,   are  many 

forms  and   devotions  that  should  render  the   book 

useful  to    the  laity.       Subjects  that    pertain    to  the 

religion     of     every-day    life    have    been     expressly 

amplified.

The  Ministration  of  Public  Baptism  of 

Infants,  to  be  Used  in  the 

Church. 


^y  Tlie  People  are  to  be  aJiiionished,  thai  it  is  most  con- 
venient that  Baptis7n  sliould  not  lye  administered  but 
upon  Sundays  and  other  Holy-days,  or  Prayer-days. 
Nevertheless,  (if  necessity  so  require,)  Baptism  may 
be  administered  upon  any  other  day. 

Tl  There  shall  be  for    every  Male-child  to  he  baptized, 
■   "when  they  can  be  had,  two   Godfathers  and  one  God- 
mother; and  for  every  Female,  one  Godfather  and  law 
Godmothers;  and  Parents  shall  be  admitted  as  Spon- 
sors, if  it  be  desired. 

^  When  there  are  children  to  be  baptized,  the  Parents  or 
Sponsors  shall  give  hiowledge  thereof,  before  the  begin- 
ning of  Morning  Prayer,  to  the  Minister.  And  then 
the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers,  and  the  People  with 
the  Children,  must  be  ready  at  the  Font,  either  imme- 
diately after  the  last  Lesson  at  Morning  Prayer,  or  else 
immediately  after  the  last  Lesson  at  Evening  Prayer, 
as  the  Minister  by  his  discretion  shall  appoint.  And 
the  Afinister  coming  to  the  Font,  (which  is  then  to  be 
filled  tenth  pure  IVater,)  a)id  standing  there,  shall  say. 

Hath  this  Child  ah-eady  been  baptized, 
or  no  ? 

Tl"  If  they  answer.  No  :  ///;'//  shall  the  Minister  proceed 
as  followeth,  the  people  all  standing  until  the  Lord's 
Prayer. 

Dearly  beloved,  forasmuch  as  all  men 
are  conceived  and  born  in  sin ;  and  our 
Saviour  Christ  saith,  None  can  enter  into 
the  kingdom  of  God,  except  he  be  regen- 
erate and  born  anew  of  Water  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost ;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon 
God  the  Father,  through  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ,  that  of  his  bounteous  mercy  he  will 
grant  to  tJiis  Child  that  which  by  nature  he 
cannot  have  ;  that  Jie  may  be  baptized  with 
Water  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  and  received 
into  Christ's  holy  Church,  and  be  made  a 
living  member  of  the  same.

remission  of  sin,  by  spiritual  regeneration. 
Receive  hivi,  O  Lord,  as  thou  hast  pro- 
mised by  thy  well-beloved  Son,  saying. 
Ask,  and  ye  shall  have;  seek,  and  ye  shall 
find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be  opened  unto 
you.  So  give  now  unto  us  who  ask;  let 
us  who  seek,  find  ;  open  the  gate  unto  us 
who  knock  ;  that  this  Infant  may  enjoy  the 
everlasting  benediction  of  thy  heavenly 
washing,  and  ma\'  come  to  the  eternal 
kingdom  which  thou  hast  promised  by 
Christ  our  Lord.

IJ  T/ien  the  Minister  shall  say  as  folhrnn'th  :  or  else  shall 
pass  immediately  to  the   Questions  addressed  to    the 
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Sponsors.  But  Note,  That  in  every  church  the  inter- 
mediate' parts  of  the  Service  shall  be  used,  once  at 
least  in  every  month,  (if  there  be  a  baptism,)  for  the 
better  instructing  of  the  People  in  the  grounds  of 
Infant  Baptism. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by 
St.  Mark,  in  the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the 
thirteenth  Verse. 

They  brought  young  children  to  Christ, 
that  he  should  touch  them  :  and  his  dis- 
ciples rebuked  those  that  brought  them. 
But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much  dis- 
pleased, and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  the 
little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid 
them  not :  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
God.  Verily  I  say  unto  you.  Whosoever 
shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  God  as  a 
little  child,  he  shall  not  enter  therein. 
And  he  took  them  up  in  his  arms,  put  his 
hands  upon  them,  and  blessed  them. 

^[  After  the  Gospel  is  read,  the  Minister  shall  make 
this  brief  Exhortation  upon  the  words  of  the 
Gospel. 

Beloved,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the 
words  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that  he  com- 
manded the  children  to  be  brought  unto 
him ;  how  he  blamed  those  who  would 
have  kept  them  from  him ;  how  he  ex- 
horteth  all  men  to  follow  their  innocency. 
Ye  perceive  how,  by  his  outward  gesture 
and  deed,  he  declared  his  good  will  to- 
ward them ;  for  he  embraced  them  in  his 
arms,  he  laid  his  hands  upon  them,  and 
blessed  them.  Doubt  ye  not,  therefore, 
but  earnestly  believe,  that  he  will  likewise 
favourably  receive  this  present  Infant ;  that 
he  will  embrace  hijn  with  the  arms  of  his 
mercy ;  that  he  will  give  unto  him  the 
blessing  of  eternal  life,  and  make  him  par- 
taker of  his  everlasting  kingdom. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of 
the  good  will  of  our  heavenly  Father  to- 
wards this  Infant,  declared  by  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ;  and  nothing  doubting  but 
that  he  favourably  alloweth  this  charitable 
work  of  ours  in  bringing  tJiis  Lifant  to  his 
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holy   Baptism ;     let  us    faithfully  and    de- 
voutly give  thanks  unto  him,  and  say, 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  heavenly 
Father,  We  give  thee  humble  thanks.  That 
thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the 
knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  faith  in  thee:

Wilt  thou  then  obediently 
keep  God's  holy  will  and  commandments, 
and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy 
life  ? 

Anszver.      I  will,  by  God's  help. 

^f  Thc-n  shall  tlie  Minister  say, 

O  merciful  God,  grant  that  the  old 
Adam  in  this  Child  may  be  so  buried, 
that  the  new  man  may  be  raised  up  in 
Iiim.      Amen. 

Grant  that  all  sinful  affections  may  die 
in  ]iiin,  and  that  all  things  belonging  to  the 
Spirit  may  live  and  grow  in  hiui.      Amen. 

Grant  that  he  may  have  power  and 
strength  to  have  victory,  and  to  triumph, 
against  the  devil,  the  world,  and  the  flesh. 
Amen. 

Grant  that  whosoever  is  here  dedicated 
to  thee  by  our  office  and  ministry,  may  also 
be  endued  with  heavenly  virtues,  and  ever- 
lastingly rewarded,  through  thy  mercy,  O 
blessed  Lord  God,  who  dost  live,  and 
govern  all  things,  world  without  end.

Almighty,  everliving  God,  whose  most 
dearly  beloved  Son  Jesus  Christ,  for  the 
forgiveness  of  our  sins,  did  shed  out  of 
his  most  precious  side  both  water  and 
blood ;  and  gave  commandment  to  his 
disciples,  that  they  should  go  teach  all 
nations,  and  baptize  them  In  the  Name  of

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Holy  Ghost;  Regard,  wc  beseech  thee, 
the  suppHcations  of  thy  congregation  ; 
sanctify  this  Water  to  the  mystical  wash- 
ing away  of  sin  ;  and  grant  that  tJiis  Child, 
now  to  be  baptized  therein,  may  receive 
the  fulness  of  thy  grace,  and  exer  remain 
in  the  number  of  thy  faithful  children  ; 
through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

^  T/wn  the  Minister  shall  take  the  Child  into  his  hands, 
and  shall  say  to  the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers, 

Name  this  Child. 

*[[  And  then,  naniins^  it  after  them,  he  shall  dip  it.  in 
the  Water  discreetly,  or  shall  pour  Water  upon  it, 
saying, 

N.  I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.     Amen. 

^  Then  the  Minister  shall  say. 

We  receive   this   Child   into  the  congre- 
gation of  Christ's  flock,  and 
do  *sign  him  with  the  sign      *ilere  the  Min- 
of  the  Cross,  in  token  that     "^^''  ''"''[  '""f 

'  a  Cross  upon  the 

hereafter  he  shall  not  be  Child's  forehead. 
ashamed  to  confess  the  faith 
of  Christ  crucified,  and  manfulh'  to  fight 
under  his  banner,  against  sin,  the  world, 
and  the  devil;  and  to  continue  Christ's 
faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  his  life's 
end.      Amen. 

^  If  those  lidio  present  the  Infant  shall  desire  the  sign 
of  the  Cross  to  be  omitted,  although  the  Church  kmnv- 
eth  no  ivorthy  cause  of  scruple  concerning  the  same, 
yet  in  that  case,  the  A/inister  mav  omit  that  part  of 
the  above  n'hich  folhnceth  the  Immersion,  or  the  pour- 
ing of  Water  on  the  Infant . 

\   Then  shall  the  Minister  say. 

Seeing  now,  dear!}'  belo\ed  brethren, 
that  this  Child  is  regenerate,  and  grafted 
into  the  body  of  Christ's  Church,  let  us 
give  thanks  unto  Almighty  God  for  these 
benefits;  and  with  one  accord  make  our 
prayers  unto  him,  that  this  Child  may 
lead  the  rest  of  his  h'fe  according  to  this 
beginning. 
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^\  Tlien  shall  be  said,  all  ki!Ci'liiis[, 

Our  Father, who  art  in  heaven,  Hallowed 
be  thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom  come.  Thy 
will  be  done  on  earth.  As  it  is  in  heaven. 
Give  us  this  day  our  daily  bread.  And 
forgive  us  our  trespasses,  as  we  forgive 
those  who  trespass  against  us.  And  lead 
us  not  into  temptation ;  But  deliver  us 
from  evil.      Amen; 

^  T/ieii  shall  the  Minister  say, 

We  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most  mer- 
ciful Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee  to 
regenerate  t/iis  Infant  with  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  to  receive  Jiini  for  thine  own  Child 
by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into 
th}'  holy  Church.  And  humbly  we  be- 
seech thee  to  grant,  that  Jic ,  being  dead 
unto  sin,  and  living  unto  righteousness, 
and  being  buried  with  Christ  in  his  death, 
may  crucify  the  old  man,  and  utterly  abol- 
ish the  whole  body  of  sin;  and  that,  as  he 
is  made  partaker  of  the  death  of  thy  Son, 
he  may  also  be  partaker  of  his  resurrec- 
tion ;  so  that  finally,  with  the  residue  of 
thy  holy  Church,  he  may  be  an  inheritor 
of  thine  everlasting  kingdom ;  through 
Christ  our  Lord.      Amen. 

^  Then,  all  standing  up,  the  Minister  shall  say  to  the 
Godfathers  and  Godmothers  this  Exhortation  fol- 
lowing;. 

Forasmuch  as  tJiis  CJiild  hath  promised 
by  you  his  sureties  to  renounce  the  devil 
and  all  his  works,  to  believe  in  God,  and 
to  serve  him;  ye  must  remember,  that  it 
is  your  parts  and  duties  to  see  that  this 
Infant  be  taught,  so  soon  as  he  shall  be 
able  to  learn,  what  a  solemn  vow,  promise, 
and  profession,  he  hath  here  made  by  you. 
And  that  he  may  know  these  things  the 
better,  ye  shall  call  upon  him  to  hear  Ser- 
mons;  and  chiefly  ye  shall  provide,  that 
he  may  learn  the  Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer, 
and  the  Ten  Commandments,  and  all  other 
things  which   a  Christian  ought  to   know 
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and  believe  to  his  soul's  health;  and  that 
tJiis-Cliild  ma)^  be  virtuously  brought  up 
lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life ;  remem- 
bering always,  that  Baptism  doth  represent 
unto  us  our  profession;  which  is,  to  follow 
the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  and  to 
be  made  like  unto  him;  that,  as  he  died, 
and  rose  again  for  us,  so  should  we,  who 
are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and  rise  again 
unto  righteousness  ;  continually  mortif\-ing 
all  our  evil  and  corrupt  affections,  and 
daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue  and  godli- 
ness of  living. 

TJ  Then  shall  he  add,  and  say, 

Ye  are  to  take  care  that  tJiis  Child  be 
brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed  by 
him,  so  soon  as  he  can  say  the  Creed,  the 
Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Command- 
ments, and  is  sufficiently  instructed  in  the 
other  parts  of  the  Church-Catechism  set 
forth  for  that  purpose. 


The  Ministration  of  Private  Baptism 
OF  Children  in  Houses. 

^  The  Minister  of  every  Parish  shall  often  admonish 
the  People,  that  they  defer  not  the  Baptism  of  their 
Children  longer  than  the  first  or  second  Sunday  after 
their  birth,  or  other  Holy -day  falling  between,  unless 
upon  a  great  and  reasonable  cause. 

^  And  also  he  shall  7oarn  them,  that  without  like  great 
cause  and  necessity,  they  procure  not  their  Children 
to  be  baptized  at  home  in  their  houses.  But  when 
need  shall  compel  them  so  to  do,  then  Baptism  shall 
be  administered  as  followeth. 

^  First,  let  the  Minister  of  the  Parish  (or  in  his 
absence,  any  other  lawful  Minister  that  can  be  pro- 
cured) 701  th  those  who  are  present,  call  upon  God, 
and  say  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  so  many  of  the 
Collects  appointed  to  be  said  before  in  the  Form  of 
Public  Baptism,  as  the  time  and  present  e.rii^ence 
will  suffer.  And  then,  the  Child  being  named  by 
some  one  who  is  present,  the  Minister  shall  pour 
Water  upon  it,  saying  these  words  : 
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yV.  I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  the 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.      Amen. 

^  Tlien    the    Minister    shall    gii'e    thanks    uitio     God, 
and  sar. 

We  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most 
merciful  Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee 
to  regenerate  t/iis  Infant  with  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  to  receive  Jiim  for  thine  own  Cliild 
by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into 
thy  holy  Church.  And  humbly  we  be- 
seech thee  to  grant,  that  lie,  being  dead 
unto  sin,  and  living  unto  righteousness, 
and  being  buried  with  Christ  -in  his 
death,  may  crucify  the  old  man,  and 
utterly  abolish  the  whole  body  of  sin ; 
and  that,  as  Jic  is  made  partaker  of  the 
death  of  thy  Son,  Jie  may  also  h&  partaker 
of  his  resurrection;  so  that  finally,  with 
the  residue  of  thy  holy  Church,  he  may 
be  an  inheritor  of  thine  everlasting  king- 
dom ;    through   Christ  our  Lord.      Amen. 

Tl  And  let  them  not  doubt,  hut  that  the  Child  so  baptized 
is  Imv fully  and  sufficiently  baptized,  and  ouoht  not  to 
be  baptized  again.  Yet  nevertheless,  if  the  Child, 
ivhich  is  after  this  sort  baptized,  do  afterward  live, 
it  is  expedient  that  it  be  brought  into  the  Church, 
to  the  intent  that  if  the  Alinister  of  the  same  Parish 
did  himself  baptize  that  Child,  the  Congregation 
may  be  certified  of  the  true  Form  of  Baptism,  by 
him  privately  before  used :  In  which  case,  all 
standing,  he  shall  say  thus  : 

T  certify  you,  that  according  to  the  due 
and  prescribed  Order  of  the  Church  at 
such  a  time,  and  at  such  a  place,  be- 
fore divers  witnesses,  I  baptized  this 
Child ;  who  is  now  by  Baptism  incor- 
porated into  the  Christian  Church :  for 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  doth  not  deny  his 
grace  and  mercy  unto  such  Infants,  but 
most  lovingly  doth  call  them  unto  him, 
as  the  holy  Gospel  doth  witness  to  our 
comfort. 

^  But  if  the  Child  -were  baptized  by  any  other  la7cful 
Minister,  then  the  Alinister  of  the  Parish  -where  the 
Child  7vas  born  or  christened,  shall  examine  zvhether 
the   same    hath    been     lawfully    done.       And   if    the 
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Ministei'  shall  find,  by  the  ansivers  of  such  as  bring 
the  Child,  that  all  things  7vere  done  as  they  ought 
to  be ;  then  shall  he  not  christen  the  Child  again, 
hut  shall  recei7)e  him  as  one  of  the  /lock  of  true 
Christian  People,  saying  thus  : 

I  certify  you,  that  in  this  case  all  is 
well  done,  and  according  unto  due  order, 
concerning  the  baptizing  of  t/iis  Child ; 
who  is  now  by  Baptism  incorporated  into 
the  Christian  Church  :  for  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  doth  not  deny  his  grace  and  mercy 
unto  such  Infants,  but  most  lovingly  doth 
call  them  unto  him,  as  the  holy  Gospel 
doth  witness  to  our  comfort. 

^   Then  the  Minister  shall  say  as  followeth. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  by 
St.  Mark,  in  the  tenth  Chapter,  at  the 
thirteenth  Verse. 

They  brought  young  children  to  Christ, 
that  he  should  touch  them ;  and  his 
disciples  rebuked  those  that  brought 
them.  But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was 
much  displeased,  and  said  unto  them, 
Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me, 
and  forbid  them  not :  for  of  such  is  the 
kingdom  of  God.  Verily  I  say  unto  }'ou, 
Whosoever  shall  not  receive  the  kingdom 
of  God  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  not  enter 
therein.  And  he  took  them  up  in  his 
arms,  put  his  hands  upon  them,  and 
blessed  them. 

^  After  the    Gospel  is  read,    the  Minister  shall  make 
this  brief  Exhortation  upon  the  words  of  the  Gospel. 

Beloved,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the 
words  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that  he 
commanded  the  children  to  be  brought 
unto  him ;  how  he  blamed  those  who 
would  have  kept  them  from  him ;  how 
he  exhorteth  all  men  to  follow  their 
innocency.  Ye  perceive  how,  by  his 
outward  gesture  and  deed,  he  declared 
his  good  will  toward  them ;  for  he  em- 
braced them  in  his  arms,  he  laid  his 
hands    upon     them,    and     blessed     them. 
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Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly 
believe,  that  he  hath  likewise  favourably 
received  tJiis  present  Infant ;  that  he  hath 
embraced  him  with  the  arms  of  his  mercy ; 
and,  as  he  hath  promised  in  his  holy 
Word,  will  give  unto  him  the  blessing  of 
eternal  life,  and  make  him  partaker  of  his 
everlasting  kingdom. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of 
the  good  will  of  our  heavenly  F'ather, 
declared  by  his  Son  Jesus  Christ,  towards 
this  Infant,  let  us  faithfully  and  devoutly 
give  thanks  unto  him,  and  say  the  Prayer 
which  the  Lord  himself  taught  us. 

Our  Father,  who  art  in  heaven,  Hal- 
lowed be  thy  Name.  Thy  kingdom 
come.  Thy  will  be  done  on  earth.  As 
it  is  in  heaven.  Give  us  this  day  our 
daily  bread.  And  forgive  us  our  tres- 
passes, As  we  forgive  those  who  trespass 
against  us.  And  lead  us  not  into  tempt- 
ation;   but   deliver  us   from  evil.      Amen. 

^  Then  shall  the  Minister  demand  the  name  of  the 
Child ;  which  being  by  the  Godfathers  and  God- 
mothers pronounced,  the  Minister  shall  say  as 
followeth. 

Dost  thou,  in  the  name  of  this  Child, 
renounce  the  devil  and  all  his  works,  the 
vain  pomp  and  glory  of  the  world,  with 
all  covetous  desires  of  the  same,  and  the 
sinful  desires  of  the  flesh,  so  that  thou 
wilt  not  follow,  nor  be  led  by  them? 

Answer.  I  renounce  them  all;  and,  by 
God's  help,  will  endeavour  not  to  follow, 
nor  be  led  by  them. 

Minister.  Dost  thou  believe  all  the 
Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Apostles'  Creed? 

Answer.    I  do. 

Minister.  Wilt  thou  then  obediently 
keep  God's  holy  will  and  commandments, 
and  walk  in  the  same  all  the  days  of  thy 
life? 

Answer.    I  will,  by  God's  help. 

"^  Then  the  Minister  shall  say. 
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We    receive    this    Child    into    the    con- 
gregation of   Christ's  flock; 
and  do  *sign  him  with  the      *  Here  the  Min- 
sign  of  the   Cross,  in  token     "';:''  '''"'[  ""f 

°  '  a  Cross  upon  tlie 

that  hereafter  he  shall  not  be  Child's fordiwnd. 
ashamed  to  confess  the  faith 
of  Christ  crucified,  and  manfully  to  fight 
under  his  banner,  against  sin,  the  world, 
and  the  devil;  and  to  continue  Christ's 
faithful  soldier  and  servant  unto  Ids  life's 
end.      Amen. 

^  The  same  rule  is  to  be  observed  here,  as  to  the 
omission  of  the  sign  of  the  Cross,  as  in  the  Public 
Baptism  of  Infants . 

*\  Then  shall  the  minister  say. 

Seeing  now,  dearly  beloved  brethren, 
that  this  Child  is  regenerate,  and  grafted 
into  the  body  of  Christ's  Church,  let  us 
give  thanks  unto  Almighty  God  for  these 
benefits ;  and  with  one  accord  make  our 
prayers  unto  him,  that  this  Child  may 
lead  the  rest  of  his  life  according  to  this 
beginning. 

^   Then  shall  be  said,  all  kneeling. 

We  yield  thee  hearty  thanks,  most 
merciful  Father,  that  it  hath  pleased  thee 
to  'regenerate  this  Itifaiit  with  thy  Holy 
Spirit,  to  receive  hi?n  for  thine  own  Child 
by  adoption,  and  to  incorporate  him  into 
thy  holy  Church.  And  humbl}'  we  be- 
seech thee  to  grant,  that  he,  being  dead 
unto  sin,  and  living  unto  righteousness, 
and  being  buried  with  Christ  in  his  death, 
may  crucify  the  old  man,  and  utterly 
abolish  the  whole  body  of  sin;  and  that, 
as  he  is  made  partaker  of  the  death  of  th}' 
Son,  he  may  also  be  partaker  of  his 
resurrection;  so  that  finall\',  with  the 
residue  of  thy  holy  Church,  he  nvA\  be 
ail  inheritor  of  thine  everlasting  kingdom  ; 
through  Christ  our  Lord.      Amen. 

^  Then,  all  standing  up,  the  Minister  shall  say  to 
the  Godfathers  and  Godmothers  this  Exhortation 
folloiving. 
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Forasmuch  as  this  Child  hath  promised 
by  you  his  sureties  to  renounce  the  devil 
and  all  his  works,  to  believe  in  God,  and 
to  serve  him;  ye  must  remember,  that  it 
is  your  parts  and  duties  to  see  that  this 
Infant  be  taught,  so  soon  as  he  shall  be 
able  to  learn,  what  a  solemn  vow, 
promise,  and  profession,  he  hath  here 
made  by  you.  And  that  he  may  know 
these  things  the  better,  ye  shall  call  upon 
him  to  hear  Sermons ;  and  chiefly  ye 
shall  provide,  that  he  may  learn  the 
Creed,  the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten 
Commandments,  and  all  other  things 
which  a  Christian  ought  to  know  and 
believe  to  his  soul's  health;  and  that  this 
Child  may  be  virtuously  brought  up  to 
lead  a  godly  and  a  Christian  life ;  remem- 
bering always,  that  Baptism  doth  repre- 
sent unto  us  our  profession;  which  is,  to 
follow  the  example  of  our  Saviour  Christ, 
and  to  be  made  like  unto  him  ;  that,  as 
he  died,  and  rose  again  for  us,  so  should 
we,  who  are  baptized,  die  from  sin,  and 
rise  again  unto  righteousness ;  continually 
mortifying  all  our  evil  and  corrupt  af- 
fections, and  daily  proceeding  in  all  virtue 
and  godliness  of  living. 

^  Then  shall  he  add,  and  sav, 

Ye  are  to  take  care  that  this  Child  be 
brought  to  the  Bishop  to  be  confirmed 
by  him,  so  soon  as  he  can  say  the  Creed, 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments, and  is  sufficiently  instructed 
in  the  other  parts  of  the  Church-Cate- 
chism set  forth  for  that  purpose. 

^j  But  if  they  who  firing  the  Infant  to  the  Church 
do  make  such  uncertain  a/tstoers  to  the  Minister's 
questions,  as  that  it  cannot  appear  that  the  Child  was 
baptized  witli  water,  In  the  Name  of  the  Father, 
and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Hoi)-  Ghost,  (which  are 
essential  parts  of  Baptism,)  then  let  the  Minister 
baptize  it  in  the  Form  before  appointed  for  Public 
Baptism  of  Infants  :  sa7'ini;-  that  at  the  dippini^  of 
the  Child'  in  the  Font,  lie  shall  use  this  Form  of 
loords  : 
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If  tliou  art  not  already  baptized, 
A^. ,  I  baptize  thee  In  the  Name  of  tiie 
father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost.     Amen. 

^  If  Jiifdiit  Baplisni,  and  the  rt-icivrng  of  Infants 
baptized  in  private,  are  to  be  at  the  same  time,  the 
Minister  may  make  the  Questions  to  the  Sponsors, 
and  the  succeeding  Prayers,  sei-ve  for  both.  And 
again,  after  the  Immersion,  or  the  pouring  of 
IV (iter,  and  the  receiving  into  the  Church,  the  Min- 
ister may  use  the  remainder  of  the  Service  for  both.

fl  IVheii  any  such  Persons  as  are  of  riper  years  are 
to  be  baptized,  timely  notice  shall  be  given  to  the 
Minister ;  that  so  due  care  may  be  taken  for  their 
examination,  whether  they  he  sufficiently  instructed 
in  the  Principles  of  the  Christian  Peligion ;  and 
that  they  may  be  exhorted  to  prepare  themselves,  with 
Prayers  and  Pasting,  for  the  receiving  of  this  holy 
Sacrament. 

^  And  if  thcv  shall  be  found  fit,  then  the  Godfathers 
and  Godmothers  (the  People  being  assembled  upon 
the  Sunday,  Holy-day  or  Prayer-day  appointed)  shall 
be  ready  to  present  them  at  the  Pont,  immediately 
after  the  second  Lesson,  either  at  Morning  or  Evoi- 
ing  Prayer,  as  the  Minister,  in  his  discretion,  shall 
think  ft.  And  standing  there,  the  Minister  shall 
say. 

Hath  this  Person  been  alread)- baptized, 


^  /f  they  answer.  No  :  then  shall  the  Minister  (the 
People  all  standing  until  the  Lord's  Prayer)  proceed 
as  followeth . 

Dearh'  beloved,  forasmucli  as  all  men 
are  conceived  and  born  in  sin,  (and  that 
which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh,)  and 
the\-  who  are  in  the  flesh  cannot  please 
God,  but  live  in  sin,  committing  man\- 
actual  transgressions;  and  our  Saviour 
Christ  saith.  None  can  enter  into  the 
kingdom  of  God,  except  he  be  regenerate

and  born  anew  of  water  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost ;  I  beseech  you  to  call  upon  God

^  I'heii  shall  the  Miuisti'r  say, 

Let  us  pray. 

Almighty  and  everlasting  God,  who  of 
th)'  great  mercy  didst  save  Noah  and  his 
family  in  the  ark  from  perishing  by  water; 
and  also  didst  safely  lead  the  children  of 
Israel  thy  people  through  the  Red  Sea, 
figuring  thereby  thy  holy  Baptism ;  and 
by  the  Baptism  of  thy  well-beloved  Son 
Jesus  Christ  in  the  river  Jordan,  didst 
sanctify  the  element  of  Water  to  the 
mystical  washing  away  of  sin ;  We  be- 
seech thee,  for  thine  infinite  mercies,  that 
thou  wilt  mercifully  look  upon  these  thy 
Servants;  wash  tJiem  and  sanctify  them 
with  the  Holy  Ghost ;  that  they ,  being 
delivered  from  thy  wrath,  may  be  received 
into  the  ark  of  Christ's  Church;  and  being 
stedfast  in  faith,  joyful  through  hope,  and 
rooted  in  charity,  may  so  pass  the  waves 
of  this  troublesome  world,  that  finally  tPiey 
may  come  to  the  land  of  everlasting  life, 
there  to  reign  with  thee,  world  without 
end;  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

^  Or  this. 

Almighty  and  immortal  God,  the  aid  of 
all  who  need,  the  helper  of  all  who  flee  to 
thee  for  succour,  the  life  of  those  who  be- 
lieve, and  the  resurrection  of  the  dead; 
We  call  upon  thee  for  these  thy  Servants, 
that  tJiey ,  coming  to  thy  holy  Baptism, 
may  receive  remission  of  their  sins,  by 
spiritual  regeneration.  Receive  them, 
O    Lord,    as    thou   hast   promised    by  thy

1[  Then  the  Minister  shall  say. 

Hear  the  words  of  the  Gospel,  written  b}- 
St.  John,  in  the  third  Chapter,  be- 
ginning at  the  first  Verse. 

There  was  a  man  of  the  Pharisees, 
named  Nicodemus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews: 
the  same  came  to  Jesus  by  night,  and 
said  unto  him.  Rabbi,  we  know  that  thou 
art  a  teacher  come  from  God :  for  no 
man  can  do  these  miracles  that  thou 
doest,  except  God  be  with  him.  Jesus 
answered  and  said  unto  him.  Verily, 
verily,  I  say  unto  thee.  Except  a  man 
be  born  again,  he  cannot  see  the  kingdom 
of  God.  Nicodemus  saith  unto  him,  How 
can  a  man  be  born  when  he  is  old?  can 
he  enter  the  second  time  into  his  mother's 
womb,  and  be  born?  Jesus  answered, 
Verily,  verily,  I  say  unto  thee,  Except  a 
man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the  Spirit, 
he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom  of  God. 
That  which  is  born  of  the  flesh  is  flesh ; 
and  that  which  is  born  of  the  Spirit  is 
spirit.  Marvel  not  that  I  said  unto  thee. 
Ye  must  be  born  again.  The  wind  blow- 
eth  where  it  listeth,  and  tliou  hcarest  the 
sound  thereof,  but  canst  not  tell  whence  it 
cometh,  and  whither  it  goeth  :  so  is  every 
one  that  is  born  of  the  Spirit. 

^f  After  'ivhich  he  shall  say  this  Kxhortation  /oll<>7C'in^. 

Beloved,  ye  hear  in  this  Gospel  the 
express  words  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  that 
except  a  man  be  born  of  water  and  of  the 
Spirit,  he  cannot  enter  into  the  kingdom 
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of  God.  Whereby  ye  may  perceive  the 
great  necessity  of  this  Sacrament,  where 
it  may  be  had.  Likewise,  immediately 
before  his  ascension  into  heaven,  (as  we 
read  in  the  last  Chapter  of  Saint  Mark's 
Gospel,)  he  gave  command  to  his  dis- 
ciples, saying,  Go  ye  into  all  the  world, 
and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature. 
He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be 
saved  ;  but  he  that  believeth  not  shall  be 
damned.  Which  also  showeth  unto  us 
the  great  benefit  we  reap  thereby.  For 
which  cause  Saint  Peter  the  Apostle, 
when  upon  his  first  preaching  of  the 
Gospel  many  were  pricked  at  the  heart, 
and  said  to  him  and  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall 
we  do?  replied  and  said  unto  them. 
Repent,  and  be  baptized  every  one  of  you 
for  the  remission  of  sins,  and  ye  shall  re- 
ceive the  gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  For 
the  promise  is  to  you  and  your  children, 
and  to  all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many 
as  the  Lord  our  God  shall  call.  And 
with  many  other  words  exhorted  he  them, 
saying,  Save  yourselves  from  this  unto- 
ward generation.  For  (as  the  same 
Apostle  testifieth  in  another  place)  even 
Baptism  doth  also  now  save  us,  (not  the 
putting  away  of  the  filth  of  the  flesh,  but 
the  answer  of  a  good  conscience  towards 
God,)  by  the  resurrection  of  Jesus  Christ. 
Doubt  ye  not  therefore,  but  earnestly  be- 
lieve, that  he  will  favourably  receive  tJicsc 
present  Persons,  truly  repenting,  and  com- 
ing unto  him  by  faith  ;  that  he  will  grant 
thcui  remission  of  their  sins,  and  bestow 
upon  them  the  Holy  Ghost ;  that  he  will 
give  tJiein  the  blessing  of  eternal  life,  and 
make  them  partakers  of  his  everlasting 
kingdom. 

Wherefore,  we  being  thus  persuaded  of 
the  good  will  of  our  heavenly  Father 
toward  these  Persons,  declared  by  his  Son 
Jesus  Christ ;  let  us  faithfully  and  de- 
voutly give  thanks  to  him,  and  say,

that  thou  hast  vouchsafed  to  call  us  to  the 
knowledge  of  thy  grace,  and  faith  in  thee:

Give  thy  Holy 
Spirit  to  l/iese  thy  Servants,  That  //t^j 
may  be  born  again,  And  be  made  /leirs  of 
everlasting  salvation  ;  Through  our  Lord 
Jesus  Christ,  Who  liveth  and  reigneth  with 
thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  Now  and  for 
ever.      Amen. 

Tl  JVit'/i  the  Alinisli-r  shall  speak  to  the  Persons  to  be 
baptized  on  this  7oise. 

Well-beloved,  who  are  come  hither  de- 
siring to  receive  holy  Baptism,  ye  have 
heard  how  the  congregation  hath  prayed, 
that  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  would  vouch- 
safe to  receive  you  and  bless  }'ou,  to  re- 
lease you  of  your  sins,  to  give  }'ou  the 
kingdom  of  heaven,  and  everlasting  life. 
Ye  have  heard  also,  that  our  Lord  Jesus 
Christ  hath  promised  in  his  holy  Word  to 
grant  all  those  things  that  we  have  pra^-ed 
for;  which  promise  he,  for  his  part,  will 
most  surely  keep  and  perform.

Aiistver.  I  renounce  thcni  all;  and,  by 
God's  help,  will  endca\our  not  to  follow, 
nor  be  led  b)'  them. 
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Minister.  Dost  thou  believe  all  the 
Articles  of  the  Christian  Faith,  as  con- 
tained in  the  Apostles'  Creed? 

Answer.   I  do.

\  Then  shall  the  Minister  say .

To  the  end  that  Confirmation  may  be 
ministered  to  the  more  edifying  of  such  as 
shall  receive  it,  the  Church  hath  thought 
good  to  order.  That  none  shall  be  con- 
firmed, but  such  as  can  say  the  Creed, 
the  Lord's  Prayer,  and  the  Ten  Com- 
mandments ;  and  can  also  answer  to  such 
other  Questions,  as  in  the  short  Cate- 
chism are  contained :  which  order  is  very 
convenient  to  be  observed ;  to  the  end 
that  children,  being  now  come  to  the 
years  of  discretion,  and  having  learned 
what  their  Godfathers  and  Godmotiiers 
promised  for  them  in  Baptism,  may 
themselves,  with  their  own  mouth  and 
consent,  openly  before  the  Church,  ratify 
and  confirm  the  same;  and  also  promise, 
that,  by  the  grace  of  God,  they  will  ever- 
more endeavour  themselves  faithfull}-  to 
observe  such  things,  as  they,  b\'  their 
own  confession,  have  assented  unto.

The  Form  of  Solemnization  of 
Matrimony. 

*\  The  laws  respecting  Matrimony,  whether  by  publish- 
ing the  Banns  in  Churches,  or  by  Licence,  being  differ- 
ent in  the  several  States,  every  Minister  is  left  to  the 
direction  of  those  laias,  in  everything  that  regards  the 
civil  contract  between  the  parties. 

^[  And  when  the  Banns  are  published,  it  shall  be  in  the 
folhnving  form:     I  publish  the  Banns  of  Marriage 

between  i\I.  of ■,  and  A^  of .    If  any  of  you 

know  cause,  or  just  impediment,  why  these  two 
persons  should  not  be  joined  together  in  holy 
Matrimony,  ye  are  to  declare  it.  This  is  the  first 
[second  or  third]  time  of  asking. 

^  At  the  day  and  time  appointed  for  Solemnization  of 
A/atrimony,  the  Persons  to  be  iiujrried  shall  come  into 
the  body  of  the  Church,  or  shall  be  ready  in  some 
proper  house,  with  their  friends  and  neighbours;  and 
there  standing  together,  the  Man  on  the  right  hand, 
and  the  Woman  on  the  left,  the  Minister  shall  say. 

Dearly    beloved,   we    are    gathered    to- 
gether here   in  the  sight  of  God,    and   in 
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the  face  of  this  company,  to  join  together 
this  Man  and  this  Woman  in  holy  Matri- 
mony;  which  is  an  honourable  estate,  in- 
stituted of  God  in  the  time  of  man's  in- 
nocency,  signifying  unto  us  the  mystical 
union  that  is  betwixt  Christ  and  his 
Church  :  which  holy  estate  Christ  adorned 
and  beautified  with  his  presence  and  first 
miracle  that  he  wrought  in  Cana  of 
Galilee,  and  is  commended  of  Saint  Paul 
to  be  honourable  among  all  men :  and 
therefore  is  not  by  any  to  be  entered  into 
unadvisedly  or  lightly;  but  reverently, 
discreetly,  advisedly,  soberly,  and  in  the 
fear  of  God.  Into  this  holy  estate  these 
two  persons  present  come  now  to  be 
joined.  If  any  man  can  show  just  cause, 
why  they  may  not  lawfully  be  joined 
together,  let  him  now  speak,  or  else  here- 
after for  ever  hold  his  peace.

Dearly  beloved,  know  this,  that  Al- 
mighty God  is  the  Lord  of  life  and  death, 
and  of  all  things  to  them  pertaining ;  as 
youth,  strength,  health,  age,  weakness, 
and  sickness.  Wherefore,  whatsoever 
your  sickness  be,  know  you  certainly  that 
it  is  God's  visitation.  And  for  what 
cause  soever  this  sickness  be  sent  unto 
you  ;  whether  it  be  to  try  your  patience 
for  the  example  of  others,  and  that  \'our 
faith  may  be  found,  in  the  day  of  the 
Lord,  laudable,  glorious,  and  honourable, 
to  the  increase  of  glory  and  endless 
felicity;  or  else  it  be  sent  unto  you  to 
correct  and  amend  in  you  whatsoever 
doth  offend  the  eyes  of  your  heavenly 
Father;  know  you  certainly,  that  if  you 
truly  repent  you  of  your  sins,  and  bear 
your  sickness  patiently,  trusting  in  God's 
mercy  for  his  dear  Son  Jesus  Christ's 
sake,  and  render  unto  him  humble  thanks 
for  his  fatherly  visitation,  submitting  your- 
self wholly  unto  his  will,  it  shall  turn  to 
your  profit,  and  help  you  forward  in  the 
right  way  that  leadeth  unto  everlasting 
life. 

Tl  If  the  Person  visited  be  very  sick,  then  the  Minister 
may  end  his  Exhortation  in  this  place,  or  else  pro- 
ceed. 

Take  therefore  in  good  part  the  chas- 
tisement of  the  Lord:  for  (as  Saint  Paul 
saith  in  the  twelfth  Chapter  to  the 
Hebrews)  whom  the  Lord  loveth  he 
chasteneth,  and  scourgeth  every  son 
whom  he  receiveth.  If  ye  endure  chas- 
tening, God  dealeth  with  you  as  with 
sons ;  for  what  son  is  he  whom  the  father 
chasteneth  not?  But  if  ye  be  without 
chastisement,  whereof  all  are  partakers, 
then  are  ye  bastards,  and  not  sons. 
Furthermore  we  have  had  fathers  of  our 
flesh  which  corrected  us,  and  we  gave 
them  reverence :  shall  we  not  much  rather 
be  in  subjection  unto  the  Father  of  spirits. 
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and  live?  For  they  verily  for  a  few  days 
chastened  us  after  their  own  pleasure ; 
but  he  for  our  profit,  that  we  might  be 
partakers  of  his  holiness.  These  words, 
good  brotlier,  are  written  in  holy  Scripture 
for  our  comfort  and  instruction  ;  that  we 
should  patiently,  and  with  thanksgiving, 
bear  our  heavenly  Father's  correction, 
whensoever,  by  any  manner  of  adversity, 
it  shall  please  his  gracious  goodness  to 
visit  us.  And  there  should  be  no  greater 
comfort  to  Christian  persons,  than  to  be 
made  like  unto  Christ,  by  suffering  pa- 
tiently adversities,  troubles,  and  sicknesses. 
For  he  himself  went  not  up  to  joy,  but 
first  he  suffered  pain;  he  entered  not  into 
his  glory  before  he  was  crucified.  So 
truly  our  way  to  eternal  jo\"  is  to  suffer 
here  with  Christ ;  and  our  door  to  enter 
into  eternal  life  is  gladly  to  die  with 
Christ ;  that  we  may  rise  again  from 
death,  and  dwell  with  him  in  everlasting 
life.  Now  therefore,  taking  your  sick- 
ness, which  is  thus  profitable  for  }'ou, 
patiently,  I  exhort  you,  in  the  Name  of 
God,  to  remember  the  profession  which 
you  made  unto  God  in  )'our  Baptism. 
And  forasmuch  as  after  this  life  there  is 
an  account  to  be  given  unto  the  righteous 
Judge,  by  whom  all  must  be  judged, 
without  respect  of  persons,  I  require  you 
to  examine  yourself  and  your  estate,  both 
toward  God  and  man ;  so  that,  accusing 
and  condemning  yourself  for  )our  own 
faults,  you  ma}'  find  mere}'  at  our  heav- 
enly Father's  hand  for  Christ's  sake,  and 
not  be  accused  and  condemned  in  that 
fearful  judgment.  Therefore  I  shall  re- 
hearse to  }"ou  the  Articles  of  our  F"aith  ; 
that  you  ma}'  know  whether  }'ou  do  be- 
lieve as  a  Christian  man  should,  or  no. 

*\  Here  the  Minister  shall  rehearse  the  Articles  of  the 
Faith,  saviinr  thus. 

Dost    thou    believe    in   God  the   Father 
Almight\-.    Maker   of   heaven   and   earth? 
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And  in  Jesus  Christ  his  only-begotten 
Son  our  Lord?  And  that  he  was  con- 
ceived by  the  Holy  Ghost,  born  of  the

he  hath  off'ended  any  other,  to  ask  them  forgiveness ;

The  Communion  of  the  Sick. 

■[  Forasmitcli  as  all  mortal  men  are  subject  to  iiiaiiv 
sudden  perils,  diseases,  and  sicknesses,  and  ever 
uncertain  what  time  they  shall  depart  out  of  this 
life ;  therefore,  to  the  intent  they  may  be  always  in 
readiness  to  die,  whensoever  it  shall  please  Almis^hty 
God  to  call  them,  the  Ministers  shall  diligently  from 
time  to  time  (but  especially  in  the  time  of  pestilence, 
or  other  infectious  sickness)  exhort  their  parishioners 
to  the  often  receiving  of  the  Holy  Communion  of  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Saviour  Christ,  when  it  shall 
be  publicly  adjninistered  in  the  Church ;  that  so 
doing,  they  may,  in  case  of  sudden  visitation,  have 
the  less  cause  to  be  disquieted  for  lack  of  the  same. 
But  if  the  sick  person  be  not  able  to  come  to  the 
Church,  and  yet  is  desirous  to  receive  the  Communion 
in  his  house  ;  then  he  must  give  timely  notice  to  the 
Minister,  signifying  also  how  many  there  are  to 
communicate  with  him,  (which  shall  be  two  at  the 
least;)  and  all  things  necessary  being  prepared,  the 
Minister  shall  there  celebrate  the  Holy  Communion, 
beginning  zoith  the  Collect,  Epistle,  and  Gospel,  here 
following 

The   Collect. 

Almighty,  everliving  God,  Maker  of 
mankind,  who  dost  correct  those  whom 
thou    dost    love,    and    chastise   every   one 
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whom  thou  dost  receive ;  We  beseech 
thee  to  have  mercy  upon  this  thy  servant 
visited  with  thine  hand,  and  to  grant  that 
he  may  take  his  sickness  patiently,  and 
recover  his  bodily  health,  if  it  be  thy 
gracious  will ;  and  that,  whensoever  his 
soul  shall  depart  from  the  body,  it  may  be 
without  spot  presented  unto  thee  ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.      Anicn.

^  /;/  the  times  of  contagious  sickness  or  disease,  or 
when  extreme  zveakness  renders  it  expedient,  the  fol- 
lowing form  shall  suffice  :  The  Confession  and  the 
Absolution ;  Lift  up  your  hearts,  etc.,  through  the 
Sanctus ;  The  Prayer  of  Consecration,  ending  7vilh 
these  words,  partakers  of  his  most  blessed  Body 
and  Blood;  The  Communion  ;  The  Lord's  Prayer  ; 
The  Blessing. 

^  But  if  a  num.  either  by  reason  of  extremity  of  sick- 
ness, or  for  want  of  warning  in  due  time  to  the 
Minister,  or  for  lack  of  company  to  receive  'with 
him,  or  by  any  other  just  impediment,  do  not  receive 
the  Sacrament  of  Christ's  Body  and  Blood,  the 
Minister  shall  instruct  him,  that  if  he  do  truly 
repent  him  of  his  sins,  and  stedfistly  believe  that 
fe.w/s  Christ  hath  suffered  death  upon  the  Cross  for 
hint,  and  shed  his  Blood  for  his  redemption,  earnestly 
remenibering  the  benefits  he  hath  thereby,  and  .!;'i7'ing 
him  hearty  thanks  therefor,  he  doth  eat  and  drink  the 
Body  and  Blood  of  our  Sa~,<iour  Christ  profitably  to 
his  soul's  health,  although  he  do  not  receive  the 
Sacrament  with  his  mouth. 
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^  IVhen  the  sick  person  is  insited,  and  receivelh  the 
Ho/v  Cominiinion  all  at  one  time,  then  the  Minister, 
for  more  expedition,  shnll  cut  off  the  form  of  the 
Visitation  at  the  Psalm,  and  s^o  strais^ht  to  the 
Communion. 

^  In  the  times  of  co/ttao-ioi/s  sichness  or  disease,  ivhoi 
none  of  the  Parish  or  neighbours  can  be  gotten  to  com- 
municate with  the  sick  in  their  houses,  for  fear  of  the 
infection,  upon  special  request  of  the  diseased,  the 
Minister  alone  may  communicate  with  him . 

^  This  Office  may  be  used  ivith  aged  and  bed-ridden 
persons,  or  such  as  are  not  able  to  attend  the  public 
Ministration  in  Church,  stcbstituting  the  Collect, 
Epistle,  and  Gospel  for  the  Day,  for  those  appointed 
above . 

T[   Then  shall  the  Priest  say  to   those  mho  come  to  re- 
ceive the  Holy  Communion,

I  am  come  a  light  into  the  world,  that 
whosoever  believeth  on  me  should  not 
abide  in  darkness. 

Thy  faith  hath  saved  thee,  go  in  peace. 

To  him  give  all  the  prophets  witness, 
that,  through  his  name,  whosoever  be- 
lieveth on  liim  shall  receive  remission  of 
sins. 
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The  Scripture  hath  concluded  all  under 
sin,  that  the  promise  by  faith  of  Jesus 
Christ  might  be  given  to  them  that 
believe. 

As  Moses  lifted  up  tlie  serpent  in  the 
wilderness,  even  so  must  the  Son  of  man 
be  lifted  up : 

That  whosoever  believeth  in  him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  eternal  life. 

By  grace  are  ye  saved  through  faith ; 
and  that  not  of  yourselves :  //  is  the 
gift  of  God. 

God  sent  not  his  Son  into  the  world  to 
condemn  the  world ;  but  that  the  world 
through  him  might  be  saved. 

He  that  believeth  on  him  is  not  con- 
demned :  but  he  that  believeth  not  is  con- 
demned already,  because  he  hath  not  be- 
lieved in  the  name  of  the  only  begotten 
Son   of  God. 

Now  faith  is  the  substance  of  things 
hoped  for,  the  evidence  of  things  not 
seen. 

We  trust  in  the  living  God,  who  is  the 
Saviour  of  all  men,  especially  of  those 
that  believe. 

Blessed  are  they  that  have  not  seen, 
and  yet  have  believed. 

But  without  faith  it  is  impossible  to 
please  him :  for  he  that  cometh  to  God 
must  Believe  that  he  is,  and  that  he  is  a 
rewarder  of  them  that  diligently  seek  him. 

Now  the  just  shall  live  by  faith:  but  if 
any  man  draw  back,  my  soul  shall  have 
no  pleasure  in  him. 

But  we  arc  not  of  them  who  draw  back 
unto  perdition  ;  but  of  them  that  believe 
to  the  saving  of  the  soul. 

Whatsoever  is  born  of  God  overcometh 
the  world :  and  this  is  the  victory  that 
overcometh  the  world,  even  our  faith. 

With  the  heart  man  believeth  unto 
righteousness ;  and  with  the  mouth  con- 
fession is  made  unto  salvation. 

For  the  scripture  saith,  Whosoever  be- 
lieveth on  him  shall  not  be  ashamed. 
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The  Faithfulness  of  God. 

Know  therefore  that  the  Lord  thy  God, 
he  is  God,  the  faithful  God,  which  keep- 
eth  covenant  and  mercy  with  them  that 
love  him  and  keep  his  commandments  to 
a  thousand  generations. 

Behold  this  day  I  am  going  the  way  of 
all  the  earth :  and  ye  know  in  all  your 
hearts  and  in  all  your  souls,  that  not  one 
thing  hath  failed  of  all  the  good  things 
which  the  Lord  your  God  spake  concern- 
ing you;  all  are  come  to  pass  unto  you, 
a)id  not  one  thing  hath  failed  thereof. 

God  is  not  a  man,  that  he  should  lie: 
neither  the  son  of  man,  that  he  should 
repent:  hath  he  said,  and  shall  he  not  do 
it?  or  hath  he  spoken,  and  shall  he  not 
make  it  good? 

My  covenant  will  I  not  break,  nor  alter 
the  thing  that  is  gone  out  of  my  lips. 

He  hath  been  alway  mindful  of  his 
covenant  and  promise,  that  he  made  to  a 
thousand  generations. 

Thy  mercy,  O  Lord,  reacheth  unto  the 
heavens,  and  thy  faithfulness  unto  the 
clouds. 

O  Lord,  thou  art  my  God;  I  will  exalt 
thee,  I  will  praise  thy  name;  for  thou 
hast  done  wonderful  things ;  thy  counsels 
of  old  are  faithfulness  and  truth. 

He  is  faithful  that  promised. 

Encouragements    to    Prayer. 

Call  upon  me  in  the  time  of  trouble ;  so 
will  I  hear  thee,  and  thou  shalt  praise 
me. 

The  Lord  is  nigh  unto  all  them  that 
call  upon  him;  yea,  all  such  as  call  upon 
him  faithfully. 

He  will  fulfil  the  desire  of  them  that 
fear  him  ;  he  also  will  hear  their  cry,  and 
will  help  them. 

It  shall  come  to  pass,  that  before  they 
call,  I  will  answer;  and  while  they  are 
yet  speaking,  I  will  hear. 
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Then  shalt  thou  call,  and  the  Lord  shall 
answer:  thou  shalt  cry,  and  he  shall  say, 
Here  I  am. 

They  shall  call  on  m\'  name,  and  I  will 
hear  them:  1  will  say,  It  is  my  people; 
and  they  shall  sa)-  the  Lord  is  my  God. 

Ask,  and  it  shall  be  given  you  ;  seek, 
and  ye  shall  find;  knock,  and  it  shall  be 
opened  unto  you  : 

For  every  one  that  asketh  receiveth ; 
and  he  that  seeketh  findeth  ;  and  to  him 
that  knocketh  it  shall  be  opened. 

And  all  things,  whatsoever  ye  shall  ask 
in  prayer,  believing,  ye  shall  receive. 

Whatsoever  ye  shall  ask  in  my  name, 
that  will  I  do,  that  the  Father  may  be 
glorified  in  the  Son. 

If  ye  shall  ask  any  thing  in  my  name,  I 
will  do  //. 

If  ye  abide  in  me,  and  my  words  abide 
in  you,  ye  shall  ask  what  ye  will,  and  it 
shall  be  done  unto  you. 

The  effectual  fervent  prayer  of  a  right- 
eous man  availeth  much. 

Whatsoever  we  ask,  we  receive  of  him, 
because  we  keep  his  commandments,  and 
do  those  things  that  are  pleasing  in  his 
sight. 

TJie  Benefits  of  Affliction. 

Happy  is  the  man  whom  God  correct- 
eth ;  therefore  despise  not  thou  the 
chastening  of  the  Almighty.  For  he 
maketh  sore,  and  bindeth  up  ;  he  wound- 
eth,  and  his  hands  make  whole. 

Blessed  is  the  man  whom  thou  chastcn- 
est,  O  Lord,  and  teachest  him  out  of  th)' 
law;  that  thou  max'cst  give  him  rest  from 
the  days  of  adversity,  until  the  pit  be 
digged  for  the  wicked. 

Before  I  was  afflicted  I  went  astrax- ; 
but  now  have  I  kept  thy  word.  It  is 
good  for  me  that  I  have  been  afflicted, 
that  I  might  learn  thy  statutes.  I  know, 
O  Lord,  th)'  judgments  are  right,  and 
that  thou  in  faithfulness  hast  afflicted  me. 
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Whom  the  Lord  loveth  he  correcteth, 
even  as  a  father  the  son  in  whom  he 
delighteth. 

Our  light  affliction,  which  is  but  for  a 
moment,  worketh  for  us  a  far  more  ex- 
ceeding and  eternal  weight  of  glory,  while 
we  look  not  at  the  things  which  are  seen, 
but  at  the  things  which  are  not  seen ;  for 
the  things  which  are  seen  are  temporal, 
but  the  things  which  are  not  seen  are 
eternal. 

It  is  good  for  me  that  I  have  been 
afflicted  ;    that  I  might  learn  thy  statutes. 

God  is  our  refuge  and  strength,  a  very 
present  help  in  trouble.  Therefore  will 
we  not  fear,  though  the  earth  be  removed, 
and  though  the  mountains  be  carried  into 
the  midst  of  the  sea.  Though  the  waters 
thereof  roar,  and  be  troubled ;  though  the 
mountains  shake  with  the  swelling  thereof. 

Cast  thy  burden  upon  the  Lord,  and  he 
shall  sustain  thee :  he  shall  never  suffer 
the  righteous  to  be  moved. 

I  will  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  thy  mercy : 
for  thou  hast  considered  my  trouble ; 
thou  hast  known  my  soul  in  adversities. 

Though  I  walk  in  the  midst  of  trouble, 
thou  wilt  revive  me ;  thou  shalt  stretch 
forth  thine  hand  against  the  wrath  of  mine 
enemies,  and  thy  right  hand  shall  save 
me. 

My  flesh  and  heart  faileth  ;  but  God  is 
the  strength  of  my  heart. 

The  Lord  upholdeth  all  that  fall,  and 
raiseth  up  all  that  are  bowed  down. 

Thou  hast  been  a  strength  to  the  poor, 
a  strength  to  the  needy  in  his  distress,  a 
refuge  from  the  storm,  a  shadow  from  the 
heat,  when  the  blast  of  the  terrible  ones  is 
as  a  storm  against  the  wall. 

He  will  not  lay  upon  man  more  than  is 
right,  that  he  should  enter  into  judgment 
with  God. 

His  anger  endureth  but  a  moment ;  in 
his  favor  is  life :  weeping  may  endure  for 
a  night,  but  joy  cometh  in  the  morning. 
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Many  are  the  afflictions  of  the  right- 
eous ;  but  the  Lord  dehvereth  him  out  of 
tlicm  all. 

Patience. 

Be  patient  therefore,  brethren,  unto 
the  coming  of  the  Lord.  Behold,  the 
husbandman  waiteth  for  the  precious  fruit 
of  the  earth,  and  hath  long  patience  for 
it,  until  he  receive  the  early  and  latter 
rain. 

Be  ye  also  patient;  establish  your 
hearts :  for  the  coming  of  the  Lord  dravv- 
eth  nigh. 

Grudge  not  one  against  another,  breth- 
ren, lest  ye  be  condemned:  behold,  the 
judge  standeth  before  the  door. 

Take,  my  brethren,  the  prophets,  who 
have  spoken  in  the  name  of  the  Lord,  for 
an  example  of  suffering  affliction,  and  of 
patience. 

Behold,  we  count  them  happy  which 
endure.  Ye  have  heard  of  the  patience 
of  Job,  and  have  seen  the  end  of  the 
Lord;  that  the  Lord  is  very  pitiful,  and 
of  tender  mercy. 

Cast  not  away  therefore  your  confi- 
dence, whicli  hath  great  recompense  of 
reward. 

P'or  ye  have  need  of  patience,  that, 
after  ye  have  done  the  will  of  God,  ye 
might   receive   the  promise. 

My  brethren,  count  it  all  joy  when  ye 
fall  into  divers  temptations ; 

Knowing  tJiis,  that  the  tr}ing  of  your 
faith  worketh  patience. 

But  let  patience  have  Jier  perfect  work, 
that  }e  may  be  perfect  and  entire,  wanting 
nothing. 

WatcJifulncss. 

Let  your  loins  be  girded  about,  and 
j<?//r  lights  burning; 

And  )'e  yourselves  like  unto  men  that 
wait  for  their  lord,  when  he  will  return 
from  the  wedding;    that  when  he  cometh

and  knocketh,  they  may  open  unto  him 
immediately. 

Blessed  are  those  servants',  whom  the 
lord  when  he  cometh  shall  find  watching : 
verily  I  say  unto  you,  that  he  shall  gird 
himself,  and  make  them  to  sit  down  to 
meat,  and  will  come  forth  and  serve 
them. 

And  if  he  shall  come  in  the  second 
watch,  or  come  in  the  third  watch,  and 
find  tJiem  so,  blessed  are  those  servants. 

And  this  know,  that  if  the  good  man  of 
the  house  had  known  what  hour  the  thief 
would  como,  he  would  have  watched,  and 
not  have  suffered  his  house  to  be  broken 
through. 

Be  ye  therefore  ready  also :  for  the  Son 
of  man  cometh  at  an  hour  when  ye  think 
not. 

The  Better  Life. 

Let  not  your  heart  be  troubled :  ye  be- 
lieve in  God;  believe  also  in  me.  In  my 
Father's  house  are  many  mansions:  if  it 
were  not  so,  I  would  have  told  you.  I  go 
to  prepare  a  place  for  you.  And  if  I  go 
to  prepare  a  place  for  you,  I  will  come 
again,  and  receive  you  unto  myself;  that 
where  I  am,  there  ye  may  be  also. 

Jesus  Christ  hath  abolished  death,  and 
hath  brought  life  and  immortality  to  light 
through  the  Gospel. 

Eye  hath  not  seen,  nor  ear  heard, 
neither  have  entered  into  the  heart  of 
man,  the  things  which  God  hath  prepared 
for  them  that  love  him.

Into  thy  hands  I  commend  m\'  spirit : 
for  thou  hast  redeemed  me,  O  Lord,  thou 
God  of  truth. 

The  righteous  shall  shine  forth  as  the 
sun  in  the  kingdom  of  their  Father. 

They  that  be  wise  shall  shine  as  the 
brightness  of  the  firmament ;  and  they 
that  turn  many  to  righteousness,  as  the 
stars  for  ever  and  ever. 

He  is  able  to  present  you  faultless  be- 
fore the  presence  of  his  glory,  with  ex- 
ceeding jo}'. 

And  I  saw  no  temple  therein  ;  for  the 
Lord  God  Almight)-  and  the  Lamb  are 
the  temple  of  it. 

And  the  city  had  no  need  of  the  sun, 
neither  of  the  moon,  to  shine  in  it:  for 
the  glory  of  God  did  lighten  it,  and  the 
Lamb  is  the  light  thereof. 

And  God  shall  wipe  away  all  tears  from 
their  eyes;'  and  there  shall  be  no  more 
death,  neither  sorrow,  nor  cr}^ing,  neither 
shall  there  be  any  more  pain :  for  the 
former  things  are  passed  awa\-. 

It  is  your  Father's  good  pleasure  to 
give  you   the  kingdom. 

An  entrance  shall  he  ministered  unto 
you  abundantl)-  into  the  everlasting 
kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour  Jesus 
Christ.

'\\  Here  is  to  he  noted,  that  the  Office  ensuing  is  not  to 
be  used  for  any  unbaptized  adults,  any  ivho  die 
excommunicate,  or  who  have  laid  violent  hands  upon 
thevisehies. 

•y  The  Minister,  meeting  the  Corpse  at  the  entrance 
of  the  Churchyard,  and  going  before  it,  either  into 
the  Church  or  towards  the  Grave,  shall  say  or  sing, 

I  am  the  resurrection  and  the  life,  saith 
the    Lord:      he     that    believeth     in     me, 
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though  he  were  dead,  yet  shall  he  live: 
and  whosoever  liveth  and  believeth  in  me, 
shall  never  die.      ^7.  John  xi.  25,  26. 

I  know  that  my  redeemer  liveth,  and 
that  he  shall  stand  at  the  latter  day  upon 
the  earth :  and  though  after  my  skin 
worms  destroy  this  body,  yet  in  my  flesh, 
shall  I  see  God :  whom  I  shall  see  for 
myself,  and  mine  eyes  shall  behold,  and 
not  another.      Job  xix.  25,  26,  27. 

We  brought  nothing  into  this  world, 
and  it  is  certain  we  can  carry  nothing  out. 
The  Lord  gave,  and  the  Lord  hath  taken 
away;  blessed  be  the  name  of  the  Lord.

Thou  hast  set  our  misdeeds  before 
thee  :  and  our  secret  sins  in  the  light  of 
thy  countenance. 

For  when  thou  art  angry  all  our  days 
are  gone  :  we  bring  our  years  to  an  end, 
as  it  were  a  tale  that  is  told. 

The  days  of  our  age  are  threescore 
years  and  ten ;  and  though  men  be  so 
strong  that  they  come  to  fourscore  years  : 
yet  is  their  strength  then  but  labour  and 
sorrow;  so  soon  passeth  it  away,  and  we 
are  gone. 

O  teach  us  to  number  our  days  :  that 
we  may  apply  our  hearts  unto  wisdom. 

Glory  be  to  the  Father,  and  to  the 
Son   :  and  to  the  Holy  Ghost ;

Now  is  Christ  risen  from  the  dead,  and 
become  the  firstfruits  of  them  that  slept. 
For  since  by  man  came  death,  by  man 
came  also  the  resurrection  of  the  dead. 
For  as  in  Adam  all  die,  even  so  in  Christ 
shall  all  be  made  alive.  But  every  man 
in  his  own  order:  Christ  the  firstfruits; 
afterward  they  that  are  Christ's  at  his 
coming.  Then  cometh  the  end,  when  he 
shall  have  delivered  up  the  kingdom  to 
God,  even  the  Father;  when  he  shall 
have  put  down  all  rule  and  all  authority 
and  power.  For  he  must  reign,  till  he 
hath  put  all  enemies  under  his  feet.  The 
last  enemy  that  shall  be  destroyed  is 
death.  For  he  hath  put  all  things  under 
his  feet.  But  when  he  saith  all  things  are 
put  under  him,  it  is  manifest  that  he  is 
excepted,  which  did  put  all  things  under 
him.  And  when  all  things  shall  be  sub- 
dued unto  him,  then  shall  the  Son  also 
himself  be  subject  unto  him  that  put  all 
things  under  him,  that  God  may  be  all  in 
all.  Flse  what  shall  they  do  which  are 
baptized  for  the  dead,  if  the  dead  rise  not 
at  all?  why  are  they  then  baptized  for  the 
dead?  and  why  stand  we  in  jeopard)' 
every  hour?  I  protest  by  your  rejoicing 
which  I  have  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord,  I 
die  daily.  If  after  the  manner  of  men  I 
have  fought  with  beasts  at  Fphesus,  what 
advantageth  it  me,  if  the  dead  rise  not? 
let  us  eat  and  drink ;  for  tomorrow  we 
die.  Be  not  decei\ed :  evil  communi- 
cations corrupt  good  manners.  Awake 
to  righteousness,  and  sin  not;  for  some 
have  not  the  knowledge  of  God  :  I  speak 
this  to  \'Our  shame.  But  some  man  will 
say,  I  low  are  the  dead  raised  up?  and 
with  what  bod\'  do  tiicy  come?  Thou 
fool,  that  which  thou  sowest  is  not  quick- 
ened, except  it  die:    and  that  which  thou 
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sowest,  thou  sowest  not  that  body  that  shall 
be,  but  bare  grain,  it  may  chance  of  wheat, 
or  of  some  other  grain  :  but  God  giveth  it 
a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  him,  and  to 
every  seed  his  own  body.  All  flesh  is  not 
the  same  flesh  :  but  there  is  one  kind  of 
flesh  of  men,  another  flesh  of  beasts,  an- 
other of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds. 
There  are  also  celestial  bodies,  and  bodies 
terrestrial :  but  the  glory  of  the  celestial  is 
one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  an- 
other. There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun, 
and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and  an- 
other glory  of  the  stars :  for  one  star 
differeth  from  another  star  in  glory.  So 
also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is 
sown  in  corruption ;  it  is  raised  in  incor- 
ruption :  it  is  sown  in  dishonour ;  it  is 
raised  in  glory :  it  is  sown  in  weakness ; 
it  is  raised  in  power :  it  is  sown  a  natural 
body;  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body.  There 
is  a  natural  body,  and  there  is  a  spiritual 
body.  And  so  it  is  written,  The  first  man 
Adam  was  made  a  living  soul ;  the  last 
Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 
Howbeit  that  was  not  first  which  is  spirit- 
ual, but  that  which  is  natural;  and  after- 
ward that  which  is  spiritual.  The  first 
man  is  of  the  earth,  earthy:  the  second 
man  is  the  Lord  from  heaven.  As  is  the 
earthy,  such  are  they  also  that  are  earthy: 
and  as  is  the  heavenly,  such  are  they  also 
that  are  heavenly.  And  as  we  have 
borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall 
also  bear  the  image  of  the  heavenly. 
Now  this  I  say,  brethren,  that  flesh  and 
blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom  of  God ; 
neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incor- 
ruption.  Behold,  I  shew  you  a  mystery; 
We  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed,  in  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling 
of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump:  for  the 
trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall 
be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed.  For  this  corruptible  must  put 
on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put 
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on  immortality.  So  when  this  corruptible 
shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this 
mortal  shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then 
shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is 
written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

0  death,  where  is  thy  sting?  O  grave, 
where  is  thy  victory?  The  sting  of  death 
is  sin;  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law. 
But  thanks  be  to  God,  which  giveth  us 
the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 
Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye 
stedfast,  unmovable,  always  abounding  in 
the  work  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye 
know  that  your  labour  is  not  in  vain  in  the 
Lord.

P"or  if  we  believe 
that  Jesus  died  and  rose  again,  even  so 
them  also  which  sleep  in  Jesus  will  God 
bring  with  him.  For  this  we  sa)'  unto 
)'ou  b\'  the  word  of  the  Lord,  that  we 
which  are  ali\'e  and  remain  unto  the  com- 
ing of  the  Lord  shall  not  prevent  them 
which  are  asleep.  For  the  Lord  himself 
shall  descend  from  heaven  with  a  shout, 
with  the  \'oice  of  the  archangel,  and  with 
tin-  tniinp  of  God:  anel  the  dead  in  Christ 
shall  rise  lirst:  Then  we  which  are  alive 
a)id  remain   shall   be  caught   up   together 
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with  them  in  the  clouds,  to  meet  the  Lord 
in  the  eiir :  and  so  shall  we  ever  be  with 
the  Lord.  Wherefore  comfort  one  an- 
other with  these  words. 

And  he  showed  me  a  pure  river  of 
water  of  life,  clear  as  crystal,  proceeding 
out  of  the  throne  of  God  and  of  the  Lamb. 
In  the  midst  of  the  street  of  it,  and  on 
either  side  of  the  river,  was  there  the  tree 
of  life,  which  bare  twelve  manner  t;/ fruits, 
and  yielded  her  fruit  every  month :  and 
the  leaves  of  the  tree  were  for  the  healing 
of  the  nations.  And  there  shall  be  no 
more  curse :  but  the  throne  of  God  and  of 
the  Lamb  shall  be  in  it;  and  his  servants 
shall  serve  him  :  And  they  shall  see  his 
face :  and  his  Name  sJiall  be  in  their  fore- 
heads. And  there  shall  be  no  night 
there;  and  they  need  no  candle,  neither 
light  of  the  sun ;  for  the  Lord  God  giveth 
them  light:  and  they  shall  reign  for  ever 
and  ever. 

The  souls  of  the  righteous  are  in  the 
hand  of  God,  and  there  shall  no  torment 
touch  them.  In  the  sight  of  the  unwise 
they  seemed  to  die ;  and  their  departure  is 
taken  for  misery,  and  their  going  from  us 
to  be  utter  destruction :  but  they  are  in 
peace.  For  though  they  be  punished  in  the 
sight  of  men,  yet  is  their  hope  full  of  immor- 
tality. And  having  been  a  little  chastised, 
they  shall  be  greatly  rewarded  ;  for  God 
proved  them,  and  found  them  worthy  for 
himself.  As  gold  in  the  furnace  hath  he 
tried  them,  and  received  them  as  a  burnt- 
offering. 

Tlie  righteous  live  for  evermore ;  and 
their  reward  also  is  with  the  Lord,  and 
the  care  of  them  is  with  the  most  High  : 
Therefore  shall  they  receive  a  glorious 
kingdom,  and  a  beautiful  crown  from  the 
Lord's  hand:  for  with  his  right  hand  shall 
he  cover  them,  and  with  his  arm  shall  he 
protect  them.

O  merciful  and  loving'  F"ather,  who 
doest  all  things  well,  and  of  very  faith- 
fulness dost  cause  thy  children  to  be 
troubled  ;  We  acknowledge  thine  infinite 
wisdom  and  all-wise  providence  in  visiting 
these  thy  servants  with  thy  heavy  hand, 
and  laying  upon  them  this  cross.

For  he  knoweth  our  frame ;  he  remem- 
bereth  that  we  are  dust. 

As  for  man,  his  days  are  as  gra.s£ :  as  a 
flower  of  the  field,  so  he  flourisheth. 

For  the  wind  passeth  over  it,  and  it  is 
gone ;  and  the  place  thereof  shall  know  it 
no  more. 

But  the  mercy  of  the  Lord  is  from  ever- 
lasting to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear 
him,  and  his  righteousness  unto  children's 
children  :

Who  can  tell  whether  God  will  be  gracious 
to  me,  that  the  child  ma}'  live?  But  now 
he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I  fast?  can  I 
bring  him  back  again?  I  shall  go  to  him, 
but  he  shall  not  return  to  me. 

And  they  brought  )'oung  children  to 
him,  that  he  should  touch  them  :  and  /lis 
disciples  rebuked  those  that  hronght  them. 

But  when  Jesus  saw  it,  he  was  much 
displeased,  and  said  unto  them.  Suffer  the 
little  children  to  come  unto  me,  and  forbid 
them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of 
God.

God  is  a  Spirit, 
and  they  that  worship  him  must  worship  him  in 
spirit  and  in  truth. 

O  Lord,  most  gracious  Saviour,  who  as  on  this 
holy  day  didst  rise  from  the  dead,  raise  up  our  souls, 
we  beseech  thee,  to  newness  of  life,  transforming  us 
in  the  likeness  of  thy  resurrection.  Bestow  upon 
each  member  of  this  family,  upon  all  who  are  related 
to  us  and  dear  to  us,  and  upon  our  fellow-wor- 
shippers, such  a  blessing  through  thy  worship  that 
the  days  which  follow  may  be  spent  in  thy  service 
and  thy  favor.

Thou  shalt  not  be 
afraid  for  any  terror  by  night,  nor  for  the  arrow 
that  flieth  by  day,  for  the  pestilence  that  walketh  in 
darkness,  nor  for  the  sickness  that  destroyeth  in  the 
noon-day.  The  beloved  of  the  Lord  shall  dwell  in 
safety  by  him,  and  the  Lord  shall  cover  him  all  the 
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day  long,  and  he  shall  dwell  between  his  shoulders. 
This  is  the  confidence  that  we  have  in  him,  that  if 
we  ask  anything  according  to  his  will,  he  heareth  us. 

Abide  with  us,  O  blessed  Spirit  of  the  living  God, 
we  entreat  thee,  and  so  cleanse  our  consciences  that 
our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  when  he  cometh  may  find  us 
waiting  and  prepared  for  his  appearing,  who  by  his 
dying  overcame  death  and  by  his  rising  again  has 
opened  for  us  the  gate  of  everlasting  life.  Accept 
our  thanks  for  this  hallowed  day,  for  the  covenants 
of  thy  grace  and  for  the  ordinances  of  thy  Church. 
Pardon  the  sins  of  our  holy  things.  Remember  this 
night  all  who  are  dear  to  us,  and  may  they  be  dear 
to  thee.  Shine  with  thy  light  upon  the  dark  places 
of  the  earth.  Let  healing  and  sight  be  given  to  the 
nations  that  they  may  walk  no  more  in  the  shadow 
of  death.  And  to  those  who  labor  and  witness  for 
thee  in  heathen  or  Christian  lands  give  thy  strength 
and  heavenly  benediction,  that  they  may  live  ac- 
cording to  thy  will,  set  forth  thy  holy  faith,  and 
hasten  the  coming  of  thy  glorious  kingdom  ;  through 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Monday .

These 
things  we  ask  through  him,  our  blessed  Mediator  and 
Redeemer.      Amen. 
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EVENING. 

O  Lord,  thou  hast  searched  me  out,  and  known 
me;  thou  knowest  my  down-sitting  and  mine  up- 
rising ;  thou  understandest  my  thoughts  long  before 
Thou  art  about  my  path,  and  about  my  bed,  and 
spiest  out  all  my  ways.  For  there  is  not  a  word  in 
my  tongue,  but  thou,  O  Lord,  knowest  it  altogether. 
Yea,  the  darkness  is  no  darkness  to  thee,  but  the 
night  is  as  clear  as  the  day.  The  darkness  and  light 
to  thee  are  both  alike.  How  dear  are  thy  counsels 
unto  me,  O  God;  O  how  great  is  the  sum  of  them. 
If  I  tell  them,  they  are  more  in  number  than  the 
sand.     When  I  wake  up  I  am  present  with  thee. 

O  God,  who  by  making  the  evening  to  follow  the 
day  hast  bestowed  the  gift  of  repose  on  human  weak- 
ness ;  Grant,  we  beseech  thee,  that  while  we  enjoy 
these  timely  blessings  we  may  acknowledge  him 
from  whom  they  come.  Thine  is  the  day,  O  Lord, 
and  thine  is  the  night ;  grant  that,  as  the  natural 
sun  goes  down,  the  Sun  of  righteousness  mav  abide 
in  our  hearts,  to  drive  away  the  darkness  of  wicked 
thoughts.  Visit,  we  beseech  thee,  this  habitation 
with  thy  mercy,  and  us  thy  children  with  thy  grace 
and  salvation,  that  no  illusion  of  the  night  may 
abuse  us,  the  spirits  of  darkness  may  not  come  near 
to  hurt  us,  no  evil  or  sad  accident  oppress  us  ;  and 
may  thy  blessing,  most  blessed  God,  be  upon  us  for- 
ever, through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.

Make  our  bodies  fit 
temples  for  thy  Holy  Spirit  to  dwell  in,  so  that,  with 
temperance  and  purity,  all  our  desires  and  appetites 
may  be  subdued  to  thine  incorruptible  will,  and  no 
excess  or  sloth  darken  our  minds  or  deaden  our  con- 
sciences. Teach  us  to  prize  honor  more  than  com- 
fort, and  usefulness  to  our  fellow-men  more  than 
their  favor.  Lift  us  above  a  weak  or  wicked  fear  of 
human  opinions.  Set  us  free  from  foolish  fashions 
and  wrong  customs.  Restrain  us  from  following 
any  multitude  to  do  evil.  Grant  us  patience  when- 
ever we  are  provoked,  courage  when  we  are  ready  to 
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despair,  and  perseverance  unto  the  end.  May 
nothing  ever  seem  too  hard  for  us  to  do,  or  to  suffer, 
in  following  him,  our  crucified  and  glorified  Master, 
who  bore  the  cross  and  laid  down  his  life  for  us. 
And  this  we  beg  in  the  Name  of  him,  our  Redeemer, 
who,  with  thee  and  the  Holy  Ghost,  liveth  and 
reigneth,  one  God,  world  without  end.     Amen, 

EVENING. 

The  fruit  of  the  Spirit  is  love,  joy,  peace,  long- 
suffering,  gentleness,  goodness,  faith,  meekness, 
temperance :  against  such  there  is  no  law.  And 
they  that  are  Christ's  have  crucified  the  flesh  with 
the  affections  and  lusts.

Bless,  O  Lord,  we  beseech  thee,  this  household 
with  thy  love  and  favor.  Be  very  gracious  to  all  our 
dear  relatives  wherever  they  may  be.  Give  joy  and 
health    in    their    dwellings.       Gather    into    the    one 
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Catholic  and  Apostolic  Church  our  companions  and 
friends,  bringing  into  the  way  of  truth  all  such  as 
have  erred  and  are  deceived.  Multiply  ministers 
and  missionaries  who  by  a  holy  life  and  sound  doc- 
trine shall  diligently  and  earnestly  preach  thy  Word 
and  rightly  and  duly  administer  thy  holy  sacra- 
ments. Preserve  our  nation  and  defend  our  land. 
Purge  it  of  profanity,  drunkenness,  violence  and 
crime.  May  all  the  laws  and  institutions  of  our 
country  be  conformed  to  the  principles  of  that  ever- 
lasting kingdom  which  is  righteousness,  liberty  and 
peace.  And  wilt  thou  fill  the  whole  world  with  thy 
love  and  thy  glory,  for  Jesus  Christ's  sake.      Amen.

Cleanse  our  evil  hearts 
by  the  precious  blood  of  our  Saviour  Jesus  Christ, 
the  Lamb  of  God  who  taketh  away  the  sins  of  the 
world.  Pity  our  weakness,  and  strengthen  us  with 
the  might  of  thy  Holy  Spirit  in  the  inner  man. 
Permit  us  to  go  to  our  rest  with  trust  in  thee,  our 
Heavenly  Father,  and  in  peace  with  each  other  and 
all  mankind,  forgiving  any  who  may  have  offended 
or  injured  us,  as  we  hope  to  be  forgiven.  And  inas- 
much as  our  blessed  Lord,  as  on  this  day  of  the 
week,  was  betrayed  into  the  hands  of  wicked  men, 
save  us,  we  pray  thee,  from  all  heartlessness  towards 
him  and  from  acting  treacherously  towards  one  an- 
other. May  we  be  ready  always  with  holy  courage 
to  confess  and  defend  the  faith  handed  down  to  us 
as  our  heritage  in  thy  Church.  And  being  found 
stedfast  unto  the  end  may  we  have  mercy  in  thy 
judgment,  through  Jesus  Christ  our  Lord.     Amen. 

Thursday. 


Jesus  said,  I  am  the  Bread  of  Life.  He  that 
Cometh  to  me  shall  never  hunger,  and  he  that  be- 
lieveth  on  me  shall  never  thirst.  Verily  I  say  unto 
you,  he  that  heareth  my  word,  and  believeth  on  him 
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that  sent  me,  hath  everlasting-  life,  and  shall  not 
come  into  condemnation,  but  is  passed  from  death 
unto  life. 

Blessed  Lord,  who  hast  given  us  a  new  command- 
ment, that  we  should  love  one  another,  write  that 
law  of  love,  we  beseech  thee,  on  our  hearts.

death,  even  the  death  of  the  cross.  Wherefore  God 
hath  highly  exalted  him.

shadow  of  thy  wings ;  put  away  from  us  anger, 
envying,  and  the  lusts  of  the  flesh  and  the  pride 
of  life  ;  give  us  more  and  more  of  thine  own  patience, 
gentleness,  long-suffering  and  humility  ;  graciously 
accept  our  poor  endeavors  to  draw  near  to  thee,  and 
bring  us  to  that  everlasting  day,  where  thou,  O 
Christ,  with  the  Father  and  the  Holy  Ghost  livest 
and  reignest,  world  without  end.     Amen. 


Saturday. 


Draw  nigh  to  God  and  he  will  draw  nigh  to  you. 
Ask  and  ye  shall  receive;  seek  and  ye  shall  find. 
Let  us  search  and  try  our  ways,  and  turn  again  unto 
the  Lord.

God  shall  bring  every  work  into  judgment,  with 
every  secret  thing,  whether  it  be  good  or  whether  it 
be  evil.  They  said  unto  Peter  and  to  the  rest  of  the 
Apostles,  Men  and  brethren,  what  shall  we  do  ? 
Then  Peter  said  unto  them.  Repent  and  be  baptized, 
every  one  of  you,  in  the  Name  of  Jesus  Christ.  For 
the  promise  is  unto  you  and  to  your  children,  and  to 
all  that  are  afar  off,  even  as  many  as  the  Lord  our 
God  shall  call.
